He had thought along the lines of 
his alternative being based on the 
amount of material which went into 
the job rather than the cubic capacity. 

His point of view was that the 
scheme was all right when first sug- 
gested three years ago: “ But now it 
is obsolete. The economic position 
of the country has changed since 
then. 

‘For the amount of work the D- 
Scheme involves it would be better to 
go back to an over-all sales tax or a 
turnover tax,” he said.

Mr. Morris argued that the scheme 
as it stood was in danger of intro 
ducing bigger and clumsier furniture 
for the now. smaller-sized home, 
because the tax was based on the cubic 
capacity and cubic size of the article

mate cost to the manufacturer of the 
bigger-scale article was only a 
fraction more than the production of 
the smaller item. 

Thus the bigger article of furniture 
might work out free of tax. The 
Government expected an annual yield 
of £8,000,000 from the furniture in- 
dustry. 

His forecast was that the bigger 
and clumsier articles might become 
apparent at the Earls Court Exhibi- 
tion next month.

Gutted By Fire 


2nd Blaze in 12 Hours 


HE furniture factory of Leonard 
Bloom (Birmingham), Ltd., 
Hockley Hill, Birmingham, was left 
a shell as a result of a fire last week. 

This was less than 12 hours after 
Birmingham Fire Brigade had ex- 
tinguished a_ previous fire.

Trading Year Since War 


Consistent Sales Decreases 


HE year which has just closed has 
proved to be the most difficult 

for retail traders since the end of the 
war. Of all trades, furniture and fur- 
nishings have probably been more 
seriously hit than any other, says the 
annual report of the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Furnishers, which will 
be presented to the annual general 
meeting in London on February 19 

The report says that the statistical 
picture relating to retail sales of fur- 
niture and furnishings is an almost 
consistent catalogue of monthly de 
creases when compared with 1951 
The slump in retail business began in 
earnest in August, 1951, and has un- 
happily continued ever since 

All types and sizes of furnishing 
businesses have been similarly affected 
—specialist furnishers, multiples, 
department stores and co-operative 
societies, as the following table illus- 
trates :

The big drop in sales in February 
among all furniture and furnishing 
retailers was attributable largely to 
the abnormally high level of turnover 
in 1951. The “panic” buying at the 
Furniture Exhibition of that year will 
still be fresh in retailers’ minds. Much 
the same cause explains the further 
substantial decreases in March and 
April. The situation improved slightly 
in May and June in that. the fall in 
the volume of trade was not severe, 
whilst July and August, curiously 
enough, showed a reversal of the 
downward trend and a revival of public 
confidence as revealed in the slight 
percentage increases of sales for those 
months. 

September saw the conclusion of 


annual holidays and the 
ment of autumn buying but the antici 
pated loosening of public expenditure 
failed to materialise in O and 
November 

This very discouraging turnover 
experience has been accompanied by a 
steady and inexorable rise in nearly 
all operating expenses, whilst the 
dictatorship of the buyers’ market 
forbids any substantial and lasting 
increase in retail margins. 

Nevertheless, because of the pre 
vailing highly competitive conditions, 
retailers have had restored to them, 
by the wholesale removal of Govern 
ment war-time controls, a substantial 
measure of freedom of manceuvre 
Some, of course, have fallen by the 
wayside; others have been faced with 
financial difficulties of varying degree, 
while all are bent on pruning expenses 
and stimulating sales.

FACTUAL report of the 

House of Commons debate 

on the Furniture D-Scheme 
appeared in the later editions of 
this newspaper last week. A close 
study of the 109 columns devoted 
to it by Hansard does not 
reveal anything of importance 
that was not covered by our 
report. Most that was said has 
been said before. In fact, the 
debate was not on a particularly 
high level. 
** We believe that the indus- 
try’s gravest complaint about the 
D-Scheme lies in its timing. To 
introduce it before the British 
Standards of quality could be put 
into practice was a serious mis- 
take. 

Admittedly, the Standards for 
wooden chairs and cabinet goods 
were approved just two days 
before the debate in the House. 
But it will be another ten days 
before they are published—and 
before manufacturers can even 
see pictures of the appliances 
which they will have to set up to 
test furniture and qualify it for 
the “ Kite” mark. 

In other words, it will be at 
least a month before even pro- 
visional licences can be obtained 
for furinture, and this bad timing 
of the whole affair is a serious 
matter.

Mr. Godfrey’s Arguments 
“‘Specious, Misleading” 


The Editor, 
“ Furnishing World.” 

Str,—Mr, A, Godfrey, having 
recently acquired a degree in law, 
doubtless feels qualified to indulge in 
a little special pleading. As is usual 
in such cases, his arguments in your 
issue of January 16 regarding 
retailers’ margins are both specious 
and misleading 

Thus Mr. Godfrey in his anxiety to 
demonstrate how much more profit 
retailers are proposing to take points 


do, in fact, take advantage of this 
lapse of time between quality 
control and voluntary quality 
standards, they will be doing a 
serious disservice to the whole 
industry—and _— eventually _—to 
themselves individually. 

The question of quality was 
stressed throughout the whole of 
the debate in the House, and 
there is no doubt that our indus- 
try is being very carefully watched 
for any signs of retrogression in 
production standards. 


Customer’s Own Cover 

NE point in the D-Regula- 
tions should be cleared up 
quickly. We refer to instances 
where a customer’s Own cover is 
used on a_ three-piece suite. 
Where, for instance, a suite might 
be due for tax of (let us say) £5, 
if it were priced without cover it 
would stand to bear no tax at all. 

It has been a custom of the 
trade for many years to quote 
for upholstery ex-cover, the cus- 
tomer supplying his own material. 
This was not a particularly com- 
mon practice but it did genuinely 
exist. 

We believe that Customs and 
Excise should make a prompt 
ruling on this question (at least 
before the Exhibition) and it 
should be a ruling equitable to 
the Treasury and to the industry.

out that the price of an easy chair will 
increase £3 15s. or 163 per cent. This 
is presumably calculated to entrap the 
unwary into” thinking that the 
retailers are benefiting to this extent 
Actually according to Mr. Godfrey’s 
own figures Purchase Tax is respon- 
sible for no less than 50 per cent of 
this amount. 

Sut Mr. Godfrey goes much 
further than this He takes the 
former cost price of a chair and cal- 
culates that the new proposed margin 
gives the retailer a mark up of 444 
per cent. This would be true if the 
Government paid to the retailer the 
Purchase Tax charged on his invoice 
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but this idea is as fantastic as Mr. 
Godfrey’s figures are unwarrantable. 
Calmly to treat the Purchase Tax 
which forms part of this 444 per cent 
as though it were profit accruing to 
the retailer is really quite outrageous 
Much could be said about the justi- 
fication of a retail mark up less rigid 
than that necessitated by the exigen- 
cies Of war-time, the hardship to 
retailers where Purchase Tax is not 
regarded an element of cost, the 
economics and tradition of settlement 
discounts, or even perhaps about 
manufacturers’ own costs and _ profit 
margins 
It would, however, be regrettable if 

Mr. Godfrey's letter initiated a 
correspondence of mutual recrimina- 
tion between retailers and manu- 
facturers regarding profit margins 
Sufficient harm to the — relations 
between the two. sections of the 
industry has already been done and to 
follow a bad lead would only make 
matters worse.

week we have had recently a 
spate of letters asking where they 
can obtain display aids for the 
Coronation. For this reason we have 
decided to devote these pages to help 
you with your problems. 

Although the important ceremony 
will take place in London, towns and 
villages all over the country will be 
adding their touch of colour to the 
national rejoicing and shops and 
stores will be vieing with each other 
to produce the most effective displays. 

The Coronation is being welcomed 
by many displaymen as a chance to 
show their skill and it would be a 
pity if the furnishers missed the 
opportunity because they felt that 
their goods did not lend themselves 
to this occasion. 

The whole theme of 
Coronation decorations is to be one 
of gaiety, introducing a number of 
original ideas, some of them uncon- 
ventional and all giving a contem- 
porary interpretation of traditional 
themes. 

There are a large number of dis- 
play aids being produced by firms 
for both outdoor and indoor displays 
and these can be used effectively to 
emphasise the occasion, but there is 
no need to subordinate your merchan- 
dise to a mass of topical showcards, 
posters, streamers, and so on. Far 
better to make your merchandise tell 
a topical story. 

There are a surprising number of 
ways in which this can be done. Here 
are a few ideas:—

to spend on _ elaborate sets the 
answer is simple. We are fortunate 
in having a Queen to whom family 
life is of the greatest importance. 
Why not put the emphasis on the im- 
portance of the home—an extremely 
comfortably looking lounge with a 
showcard saying, perhaps, that the 
new reign is starting a new era for 
family life. 


Another way of presenting a room 
scheme would be to show unit uphol- 
stery. This could be arranged round 
the television set, with extra chairs 
added for guests, to show people how 
to arrange their lounge to see the 
Coronation. A cocktail cabinet could 
be added, for this is a time when 
friends and neighbours will surely be 
invited to join in the celebrations. 


This is also an ideal time to arrange 
a display of contemporary furnishings. 
This means, after all, “of this age,” 
and it is a time when we should be 
looking forward not backward. A 
few suggestions of how homes will 
be furnished in 25 years’ time might 
be possible.

If you really wanted to take the 
theme of current design you could 
introduce it by comparing designs 
which were being made at the time of 
Coronations of past Queens and go 
on to tell how they had been deve- 
loped during the reigns—how during 
Queen Elizabeth the First's reign 
heavy Gothic designs were done 
away with and there gradually 
developed a strong trend towards 
decoration, which ended up with much 
gilding and painting of furniture. 

How, on the other hand, in Queen 
Anne’s time there started a vogue for 
the almest austere style which rejected 
the previous florid decoration. Dur- 
ing her reign great strides were made 
in the direction of comfort and the 
period ended giving birth to a more 
elegant era. With Queen Victoria the 
pattern was reversed again, to 
the heavy, solid and unnecessarily 
decorated type of furniture. 

What will develop from our pre- 
sent Queen’s reign in the way of 
design? She is starting with a definite 
trend towards lighter furniture—both

in colour and weight—elegant pieces, 
free from decoration. There are, how- 
ever, already slight signs of the re- 
appearance of decoration in the form 
of wood carving on contemporary 
furniture. 

To bring a touch of humour into 
the display you might try introducing 
comfortable easy chairs waiting at 
home for enthusiasts who have spent 
all night standing to see the Corona- 
tion procession, Or even suggest that 
no One should contemplate standing 
all night on the pavement unless they 
have their . . mattress with them. 

Always an_ effective theme for 
smaller towns is to tie up with local 
celebrations, or with any local his- 
torical event that has any connection 
with the festivities. 

These are just a few obvious sug- 
gestions which displaymen will, of 
course, be able to improve on, but 
will, perhaps, be a guide to the type 
of displays suitable. 

It goes without saying that furni- 
shers will not let their enthusiasm run 
away with good taste. There are few 
actual restrictions in displays for this 
period, but it should be remembered 
that it must not be suggested that the 
Queen or Royal Family favours any 
firm or product. Photographs of Her 
Majesty and the Royal Family or 
other emblems of the Realm must in 
no way be connected with advertising 
matter. It should also be remembered 
that the Coronation is a_ religious 
ceremony and link-ups should be with 
Coronation Year and Coronation Eng- 
land and not with the Coronation 
ceremony itself.

Here, also, are a few conditions 
which the London County Council 
require Observed over the question of 
Coronation decorations :— 

(1) Decorations must be in posi- 
tions well clear of any electrical 
installations, 

(2) Only hardboard or plywood 
treated by a recognised impregna- 
tion process may be used externally. 
(Cardboard or woodwork treated 
with fire-resisting paint is not suit- 
able as the treatment is rendered 
ineffective by rainfall.) 

(3) Any electrical work must be 
carried out in accordance with the 
Wiring Regulations issued by the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers. 

(4) The decorations must be of a 
non-advertising character. 

(5) Window openings must not in 
any way be obstructed so as to 
interfere with rescue work in case 
of fire or emergency. 

(6) Any decorations at ground 
level must be so placed as not to 
obstruct access to a fire hydrant, 
dry riser or foam inlet. 

There are, of course, a very wide 
range of prepared decorations for the 
displayman to choose from if he 
wants to buy new materials to use. 
Here are a few details of the types of 
display materials which are being 
made for the Coronation. 

Flags and bunting can, of course, 
be obtained from a number of firms. 
Simpson & Godlee, Ltd., have a wide 
range of cotton bunting, _ flags, 
streamers and piece goods; Church 
& Co. (Fittings), Ltd., have many 
designs made in double warp wool 
bunting and in cotton, including pen- 
ants and bannerettes, 

For lighting decorations three firms 
who are making special designs are 
Crompton Parkinson, Ltd., G.E.C. 
Co., Ltd., and Major Equipment Co., 
Ltd. Their productions range from 
crowns to emblems of all kinds and 
include banners and portraits. 

Several firms have reproduced the 
series of photographs of the Queen 
and Royal Family which have been 
released by the Palace for the 
Coronation. R. Fox, Ltd., and Photo- 
work, Ltd., have actual photographic 
enlargements mounted and coloured 
for display purposes, while Priestley 
Studios, Ltd., have half-tone prints 
specially produced for the small shop- 
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keeper who cannot afford the higher 
prices of photographs but still wishes 
to have a picture of the Queen in 
his shop window. 

Plaques and decorative motifs in 
plastic, plaster, brass and so on, are 
available in widely differing ranges. 
City Display Organisation have 
shields, crowns and other emblems; 
W. J. Saville & Co., Ltd., have dis- 
play aids in high relief plastic sheet- 
ing suitable for indoor and outdoor 
use which include crowns, Coats of 
Arms, Royal Cyphers and plaques of 
the Queen’s head. 

Tudor ornaments finished in antique 
brass and ivory or undecorated are 
being made by Church & Co. (Fit- 
tings), Ltd., also a series of relief 
decorations in the form of shields. 
From Arthur Sanderson & Sons, Ltd., 
come a series of display papers de- 
signed for Coronation use. They in- 
clude red, white and blue display 
papers, pelmets, borders, panels, 
medallions and banners. Ten indi- 
vidual units in the range of E. Pollard 
& Co., link the symbols of the earlier 
Elizabethan age with the new reign. 
They are colourful and based on 
authentic heraldic data and some 
contain patriotic quotations. 

Models of soldiers of all 
from Guardsmen to 
being made by Bernards Display 
Studios. Also models of the state 
coach and of various emblems which 
are to be mounted on shields, These 
can be of any size and made in metal 
or paper sculpture. Plaques of the 
Queen cast in latex rubber compound 
and mounted in a decorative frame 
are also available. 

Other interesting forms of decora- 
tions are the paint transfers being 
made by Trapinex, Ltd. These are 
extremely colourful and easy to use, 
especially for placing on windows. 

Pytram, Ltd., have a range of dis- 
play pieces, crowns, shields, and so 
on, in laminated paper or hard 
rubber compound with details in deep 
relief and finished in full colours. 
They are light in weight for easy 
erection, very strong, and suitable for 
outdoor use. 

Apart from the expected type of 
decoration, shield displays, flags on 
poles, bannerettes, decoration cloth, 
and so on, W. A. Hudson, Ltd., are 
producing shields depicting the 
Queen's head which they believe to 
be unique. 

These shields are made from a 
specially prepared composition—un- 
breakable, durable and able to with- 
stand atmospheric conditions. They 
are finished in either gold bronze 
with a red border, or silver bronze 
with a blue border. 

Although intended for outside use, 
Nos. F.273, F.293 and F.287 will cater 
for limited sized windows.

A’ intake filter is the first 
tial for efficient working of an 
air compressor. Open suction piping 
is bound ultimately to lead to trouble 
or damage. Dirt, grit and even 
insects that are swept into cylinders 
can jam valves and damage piston 
rings.

Good Filters Available 


Good filters for almost any condi- 
tion are available at reasonable cost 
For average conditions —viscous- 
impingement types will do. Oiul-bath 
units are used for heavily-laden air 
In non-lubricated carbon ring com- 
pressors, where the air cylinder must 
be kept free from oils of any kind, 
a dry-type filter with felt and wire- 
elements should be used

ULLETIN No. 120 
Shapes), published by Aero 
Research, marks the tenth anniver- 
sary of the Technical notes series on 
the commercial applications of syn- 
thetic adhesives. A concise account 
is given of the advantages resulting 
from the use of glued laminations in 
furniture manufacture both for in- 
creasing production and enhancing 
durability. 

Illustrations show factory produc- 
tion methods and some examples of 
furniture incorporating laminated 
members. 

Many advantages over solid wood 
bending can be obtained, says the 
Bulletin. Higher working stresses are 
possible for a given grade of timber 
than would be possible if the com- 
ponents were solid. After forming. 
shapes show appreciably less tendency 
to change with subsequent or 
gain of moisture. 

Long lengths can be made without 
difficulty by scarf-jointing of lamine, 
and species and qualities of timber 
unfit for solid wood bending can 
often be used in laminated assemblies 
Bending to shape is a simple process 
and, finally, lamine can be tapered to 
give maximum support where most 
needed. 

In. the furniture industry the 
demands made by modern design for 
wide variety of shapes has been an 
important incentive in developing

methods of making laminated bends 

Synthetic resins, because of their 
high reactivity to heat, are the glues 
generally chosen for laminates. They 
have the additional advantage of 
producing very little deviation in the 
shape of the assembly during the 
setting period and in this respect com- 
pare very favourably with such other 
glues as casein which impart con- 
siderable moisture to the wood. 

The durability and resistance to 
severe conditions of resin-bonded 
laminates have proved specially valu- 
able in products designed for tropical 
use. 

The main 
techniques is 
assembled and then bent simultane- 
ously without restraint at the ends. 
Each lamination is free to move over 
its neighbour during the bending pro- 
cess and the glue layers must inhibit 
subsequent movement after setting 
and removal from the jig 

Reduced to essentials, a 
wood bend can be made by 
assembling the lamine against a 
female mould and using a steel band 
to apply pressure for wrapping the 
assembly round the mould. The two 
ends of the band are then firmly 
secured for the period required for 
the glue layers to set.

The announcement on Japanese 
hardwoods has already had reper- 
cussions on the European non-sterling 
market and during the last week or 
so there has been a _ noticeable in- 
crease in the demand for hardwoods, 
notably oak, from France, and other 
areas, for the United Kingdom. This, 
of course, is a natural reaction and 
it seems as though the trend will con- 
tinue along these lines at least until 
such time as the Japanese hardwood 
import position is clarified

A feature of the market recently 
has been the revival of interest in the 
U.K. on the part of many shippers 
in South America, notably Chile and 
Brazil. These two countries, of 
course, ship many useful furniture 
woods and if this source of supply 
could be further developed it would 
mean a useful addition to this coun- 
try’s hardwood stocks. The difficulty 
in the past, as far as Brazil is con- 
cerned, has been the complications of 
the currency exchange position. If, 
however, this problem can be modi- 
fied, there seems no reason why there 
should not be an expanding market 
for Brazilian hardwoods 


The reopening of the non-sterling 
market has not, as yet, deflected 
interest from West Africa. With the 
recent improvement of conditions in 
the furniture industry, many importers 
placed forward contracts for popular 
species in that area and these con- 
tracts are now coming forward in

(from previous page) 
sheet method could be used to press 
the assembly against the female mould 
but the pressure applied may not 
exceed 15 p.s.i. and cannot therefore 
be used for thick laminations. 

Although these two _ techniques 
have important uses, the following 
two methods have gained general 
acceptance in the furniture industry 
to ensure a high rate of output in the 
production of shaped laminated struc- 
tures. First, the “ Dome” press in 
which air, electrically-heated, is used 
to apply pressure to the assembly, and 
the female mould is also heated, to 
accelerate setting of the glue layers. 
Secondly, the jig incorporating both 
male and female moulds used in con- 
junction with radio-frequency, strip- 
heating or Electrothermal Rubber 
Sheeting to promote rapid glue-line 
curing. 

These methods are in common use 
and choice of the appropriate techni- 
que is governed by such factors as 
the dimensions of shapes, amount of 


repetition involved and rate of output 
desired, having regard to the initial 
cost of equipment. 

The sequence of four illustrations 
reproduced from the bulletin are by 
courtesy of Alesbury Bros., Ltd., of 
Maidstone. These follow the lami- 
nated style for a Len” chair 
through the various stages of produc- 
tion.
